F. Lee Bailey 
Involved In 
Tax Dispute 


BOSTON (UPI) — A Superior 
Court judge has told the city of 
Boston to Keep its hands off the 
$90,000 helicopter owned by 
criminal lawyer F Lee Bailey. 
The famed and fiery Bailey is 
being pursued, along with his 
helicopter, by city officials who 
want to collect $18,000 in back 
taxes they claim he owes. 
On Friday, Bailey told Judge 
Samuel Adams that he and the 
city will negotiate a settlement 
so they won’t have to make 
another attempt to seize the 
helicopter from its hangar at 
Plymouth Airport. 
An assistant city treasurer, 
two Boston police officers and a 
police helicopter pilot drove to 
the airport Thursday, planning 
to impound the craft, fly it back 
to Boston and land in the Boston 
Common. The city planned to 
hold the copter until Bailey paid 
the back taxes 
But the helicopter hangar 
was locked when they arrived 
at the airport and Bailey said 
the craft was in use at the time. 
Bailey said the city was 
reckless in planning to have a 
patrolman who had not flown 
for

the 
helicopter in the crowded 
Common despite fog. 
“The place to settle this is in 
court, not in the Boston Com­ 
mon,” Bailey said at a news 
conference in his law offices. 
City officials say Bailey owes 
the taxes on personal pnmerty 
in his law offices, located in a 
luxury office building near city 
hall. Bailey contends the city 
has no right to tax the fur­ 
nishings, which he said were

Enrollment 
To Dip, Costs 
To Increase 
WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
School enrollment will decline 
slightly this fall while spending 
on education — nearly 8 per 
cent of the Gross National 
Product — increases by $12 
billion, the US 
Office of 
Education said today. 
The total cost of schooling 
from kindergarten through 
graduate school will rise from 
$132 billion to $144 billion, the 
second consecutive $12 billion a 
year spending 
increase for 
education. 
But the annual back-to-school 
report predicted that 60.3 
million students will enroll in 
the nation’s schools and col­ 
leges, a decline of one-half of 1 
per cent from the 60.6 million 
enrolled last year. 
Fewer numbers of school age 
children were cited as the 
reason for the declining enroll­ 
ment. Spending increases are 
largely inflationary. 
Vance Grant, specialist in 
education statistics, said in a 
statement prepared for use by 
radio stations this weekend that 
the decline is occurring in both 
elementary and high school 
grades although more sharply 
at the younger ages. 
With the number of teachers 
remaining steady and fewer 
students in classrooms, some 
teachers can look forward to 
smaller classes 
The report said 
700,000 
college ana 2.4 million elemen­ 
tary and high school teachers 
will be in classrooms this fall 
Nearly three in every 
10 
Americans are direct partici­ 
pants in education as students, 
teachers, supervisory or other 
school personnel. 
E l e m e n t a r y 
s c h o o l 
enrollment peaked in 1969 and 
has been declining since, Grant 
said. Enrollment in public and 
private kindergarten through 
eighth grade classes will total 
33.3 million this fall compared 
with 33.8 million last year

1969. The other 
categories were last hiked in 
1975 
Jump said the company had 
asked for an average rate in­ 
crease of 34.2 per cent last June

One of the most irritating

b u reau c ratic 
coercion that goes far beyond 
the intent of Congress is the 
elaborate pretense that it is not 
coercion at all. All sorts of 
sem antic nipups are employed. 


And nothing has pricked this 
pretense better than a recent 
televised editorial by WBTy of 
Charlotte, N.C. 
ON JULY 26 the 
station 
commented on the newest order 
by the Departm ent of Health, 
Education and Welfare to the 
University of North Carolina 
system , which includes 16 
schools. 
HEW gave the University 
adm inistration 60 days to show 
how 
they would achieve a

To quote 
the broadcast: 
"HEW denies it is calling for 
quotas but rather ‘numerical 
g o als.’

By the time he spoke, the graying, con­ 
serv ativ e L egionnaires 
had 
passed 
five 
esolutions generally supporting P re sid en t 
C arter’s energy program. 
So his task was not to rally their support. It 
was to sell a message few wanted to hear: We 
ave a crisis without a shortage, a profound 
, itional challenge without a Pearl Harbor to 
nark it off. 
The energy crisis is like some Biblical tragedy, 
everyone knows that disaster lurks just outside 
'he city walls but they do not want to hear the 
-vords of the prophets for they are caught up in 
the pleasures of the moment, swept by the music 
they want to hear. 
And thus, the hardest job in American 
government today has fallen on the shoulders of 
Jam es Schlesinger. He must change our habits 
of living. 
The 
love 
of 
physical 
g ratificatio n , 
m aterialism , effortless living — these are not 
lew to America or to democracies. Alexis de 
Tocqueville wrote about them more than 130 
ears ago in "Democracy in Am erica.” 
In this classic book he wrote of "the special 
*aste that men of democratic times entertain for 
physical enjoym ents” and listed their wants: 
to add a few yards of land to your field, to 
plant an orchard, to enlarge a dwelling, to be 
always making life more comfortable and 
convenient, to avoid trouble, and to satisfy the 
smallest wants without effort and almost without 
cost These are small objects, but the soul clings 
to them .” 
Our careless use of energy has served the ends 
Tocqueville described. Schlesinger’s job is to 


ease us into substitutes in a world running short 
of gas and oil. 
Perhaps 
he is the right 
man 
for this 
evangelism. He is a stem-looking, religious, very 
private man — old for his m ere 48 years, often 
blunt, deeply serious 
Some think him the 
ultim ate symbol of status quo in Washington. But 
he is not that at all. 


Schlesinger instead is perhaps the best of the 
bureaucratic world. He moves with skill, force 
and detailed knowledge within the framework 
for action given him by the politicians in charge. 
Listen to his tense, short, commanding sen­ 
tences in his speech to the Legion convention in 
Denver: 
“Legionnaires: 


Today 
our nation faces 
a 
troublesome 
passage — requiring dram atic changes in our 
sources of energy. It is a passage both difficult 
and potentially perilous. Nonetheless, it is one 
through which — with foresight and with 
dedication — we can trium phantly come. The 
President of the United States has sounded a 
clarion call — of warning and challenge. To that 
sum m ons L egionnaires along with o th er 
Americans will respond .. 


"The President has called for sacrifice, but the 
sacrifice for which he calls is less of a m aterial 
nature than of a change in attitudes and assum p­ 
tions — of all sacrifices the hardest for men to 
make. We shall have to give up our careless, 
spendthrift ways in energy use. ’ 


Horace Knowles, a veteran of W ashington’s 
ghost arm y of speechwriters, once said a speech 
should be an act of leadership. That seems to 
have been what Schlesinger had in mind. 
It will take the best he has to offer. It’s the 
hardest battle in government.

WASHINGTON - The Civil 
Rights Commission delivered 
itself of a rem arkable report 
the other day. The report was 
all kinds of things 
It was 
angry, ag g ressiv e, e arn e st, 
encouraging, pathetic, wistful 
and unintentionally hilarious — 
all at the same time The report 
dealt 
w ith 
women 
and 
minorities on television. 
What the commission’s staff 
discovered, as you might have 
predicted, is that women and 
minorities are treated shabbily 
on the tube They are treated 
better today than ihey were five 
or ten years ago 
better by the 
sta ff’s c riteria — but the 
situation is still intolerable The 
staff longs for the day when the 
last stereotyped character will 
have been eliminated and the 
last vestiges of sexism rooted 
out. 
THE MARY TYLER Moore 
show might have been regarded 
as an example of what the com­ 
mission would like to see more 
of 
but no Says the report: 
"The women 
in 
situation 
comedies still tend to be sub­ 
ordinate to the men in their 
lives Mary calls her boss ‘Mr 
G rant’ even though everyone 
else calls him 
‘Lou.’ Edith 
Bunker) scoots into the kit­ 
chen to fett h Archie a beer and 
rarely fails to have dinner on 
the table by 6 p m Louise Jef­ 
ferson’s desire to seek employ­ 
ment has been both criticized 
and impeded by her husband 
Geofge." 
The report bears down heav- 
Iv on situation comedies with 
an ethnic fla'vor 
Instead of 
realistically exploring issues 
related to the c h a ra cte rs' 
ethnic 
backgrounds, 
these 
comedies shun 
controversial 
issues A show called On the 


Rocks was set in a minimum 
security prison. “ It could have 
explored the quality of the 
American penal system. In­ 
stead it focused on 
inmate 
antics.” 
It perhaps did not occur to the 
authors of the report that a 
comedy program exploring the 
quality of the American penal 
system might not have been 
very funny, but humor is the 
last thing the authors want to 
see on the screen They want 
reality. Or so they say. 
B IT ONE WONDERS, read­ 
ing through this querulous re­ 
port, if what the commission 
seeks is not a depiction of 
society as it is, but rather of 
society as the staff would like it 
to be. For example, the report 
complains that more than half 
the female characters in TV 
shows could not be identified in 
an occupational role, whereas 
more than 69 per cent of white 
males and 60 per cent of the 
nonwhite males could be so 
identified. Is this unrealistic? 
The rep o rt com plains that 
"more whites were m anagers 
and more nonwhites were serv­ 
ice w orkers.” Is this not con­ 
firmed by common observa­ 
tion? 
The staff’s analysis of TV 
content turned up differences 
by both race and sex: "M ales 
held better jobs than females, 
but white males held better jobs 
than nonwhite males. The sam e 
was true for white females and 
nonw hite fe m a le s.” In the 
world of television, says the 
report, "m ales are very much 
in control of their own lives and 
are in a position to control the 
lives of others.” The viewer 
sees a steady stream of images 
of 
“ men 
with 
inordinate 
physical or mental strength.” 
The omniscient male doctor, 
the self-righteous 
father 
or 


teacher — yeccch! The authors 
find the situation revolting. 
IN THE FASHION of candi­ 
dates 
for doctoral 
degrees, 
shaping statistics by their chi 
squares, the authors have pre­ 
pared some marvelous tables. 
One of these tables, if you would 
believe it, reports deadpan on 
the 
“ Proportion of 
M ajor 
Characters as Heroes and Vil­ 
lains by Race and Sex.” From 
this it appears that among 
while males, 55.7 per cent were 
cast as heroes. Among black 
males, 63.8 per cent were cast 
as 
heroes. 
In 
the 
period 
examined, the authors found 
only six nonwhite villains, com­ 
pared to 
133 white villains. 
There were, incidentally^ 217 
w hile 
m ales 
who 
w ere 
"M ixed,” belhg both heroic and 
villainous 
P ropo rtio n ately 
there were more “m ixed” fe­ 
males than males. What could 
all this mean? 
The Civil Rights Commission 
demands reform. W riters and 
producers are now constrained, 
especially by their mad chase 
after ratings and profits, from 
introducing more realistic and 
diverse images of women and 
minorities. The situation “must 
be redressed by the Federal 
Communications 
Commission 
through its regulation of the 
b ro a d c a s tin g 
in d u s tr y .” 
Television should accurately 
reflect the ethnic and gender 
diversity of the nation, and "the 
F ed eral G overnm ent should 
ensure that this is done." 
Well, the FCC has balked at 
any such proposal, saying that 
governmental censorship of TV 
scripts would provide a cure 
worse than the disease. T hat’s 
surely true. But perhaps a little 
voluntarism would ease the 
authors’ 
pain 
Maybe, 
next 
year, Archie could fetch his 
own beer

during the years after World 
War II, employment has risen 
by more than 4(X) per cent as 
counties assumed more and 
more functions. 
The big growth has taken 
place in the so-called “urban 
counties,” those with 100,000 or 
more in population 
There are 332 urban counties 
hi the U.S. generally located in 
the swiftly-growing suburban 
areas aroundlarge cities. While 
urban counties account for only 
about 10 per cent of the total of 
all counties in the nation, they 
employed more than 60 per cent 
of all county workers 
The most common govern­ 
mental functions performed by 
counties 
include 
highway 
construction and maintenance, 
welfare, health services, police 
protection, jails and financial 
administration. 
In half a dozen states, county 
governments run

employees have grown from 
417,000 in 1946 to the present 
$ize of 16 million, the city and 
state governments across the 
nation continue to have more 
workers 
The most recent Census

ENERGY WASTE: Despite 
the soaring cost and dwindling 
supplies, 
hom eow ners 
are

LONDON — Britain has a 
long experience of monarchy 
and, 
as 
the Silver 
Jubilee 
celebrations have proved, the 
institution is well founded on 
popular respect and affection 
for the present holder of the 
office — Queen Elizabeth II. 
There have, of course, been 
profound changes in the nature 
and style of the monarchy since 
the Stuarts tried to assert the 
doctrine of the Divine Right of 
Kings. 
The 
constitutional 
changes since the 17th century 
have always been concerned 
with limiting the power of the 
executive and asserting 
the 
control of the elected P arlia­ 
ment The result has been that 
the ability of the Crown to dic­ 
tate or to promote policies has 
been modified to a point where 
the monarch always acts on the 
advice of her ministers. 
The Queen, under the consti­ 
tution. still has the power to dis­ 
miss Parliam ent or to refuse its 
advice, but no monarch would 
in practice invoke such powers 
except 
under 
circum stances 
which are virtually 
unfore­ 
seeable. 
PARADOXICALLY, in this 
century, as the actual power of 
the Crown has declined its 
influence on public opinion has 
increased 
The public has 
become concerned about some 
of the aspects of democracy, 
and in particular the ability of 
sectional groups to grasp power 
and to use it on occasions 
against the interest of the m a­ 
jority of the people. 


For example, an overbearing 
attitude on the part of a large 
trade union could be as tyran­ 
nical as that of any of the ear­ 
lier kings. 
So the British people, who 
throughout history have been 
peculiarly sensitive to their 
democratic rights, approve of a 
monarch who is above politics 
and who could be their safe­ 
guard against a return in dif­ 
ferent guise of naked power. 
The British public prefer the 
monarchy »to a presidency for 
the reason that a president is in 
m ost cases a half-political 
anim al. The strength of the 
Queen in contem porary history 
is that she is above the party 
political battle. 
THERE IS A MORE personal 
reason for the increased pres­ 
tige of the Crown. King George 
V and the present Queen’s 
parents, King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth, proved them­ 
selves to be exem plary public 
servants. 
The Queen and her husband 
Prince Philip, Duke of Edin­ 
burgh, have carried on that 
trad itio n and ad ap ted the 
monarchy to changing social 
conditions with sensitivity and 
skill. So both in a constitutional 
and in a personal sense the 
Crown has in te rp reted the 
mood of the day 
The facet 
of 
the 
British 
monarchy which others seem to 
find it difficult to understand is 
the role of the Queen as Head of 
the Commonwealth. On the face 
of it this is an anachronism, but 
in practice 
the 
relationship 
works and has its value in 
term s of B ritain’s international 
relations. 
What is more, the 19th cen­ 
tury interpretation of British 
colonialism was liberal in the 
sense th at from the sta rt 
training was given to the in­ 
digenous 
peoples 
of 
Africa, 
Asia and the West Indies in the 
arts of administration and gov­ 
ernment. Once that process 
started, ultim ate independence 
Berry’s World 


for the territories was assured. 
CERTAINLY 
MISTAKES 
were made, but overall the 
tran sitio n 
from 
despotic 
Em pire to a Commonwealth of 
free and equal partners was re­ 
markably smooth and power 
w as 
tra n sfe rre d 
w ith 
the 
minimum of friction and the 
maximum of goodwill. 
In 
the evolution of the 
colonies there were certain 
features of constitutional and 
political developm ent which 
tended to promote a common 
outlook and m utual interests. 
The concept of the separation of 
the roles of the political execu­ 
tive from the Courts of Justice, 
the rights of the individual 
under the law, the transition of 
the franchise to one man, one 
vote, were all aspects of the 
W estm inster 
p a tte rn 
of 
democracy and corresponded 
with the ambitions of people 
everywhere. 
In the old Commonwealth 
these techniques were directly 
inherited and in 
the new 
C om m onw ealth 
they 
w ere 
adopted so that to some extent 
there was a family atmosphere 
among those concerned with 
working a common experiment 
in democracy. 
The question was: could the 
royal link be retained in the 
new conditions? All the odds 
seemed to be against it, espe­ 
cially when India became a 
republic. 
BUT THE TIES were strong 
enough to hold, and Mr. Nehru, 
then Prim e M inister of India, 
felt that he was able to accept 
the British m onarch’s style and 
title of “The Queen — Head of 
the Commonwealth.” 
This concept has proved a 
symbol of unity in a highly 
diversified association of na­ 
tions. It is a typically British 
compromise which others find 
it difficult to comprehend and 
about the value of which they 
sometimes express consider­ 
able scepticism. 
But in fact it has tangible 
values There is a Common­ 
wealth Parliam entary Associa­ 
tion of which all the countries 
are members and which is uni­ 
versally popular with them. 
There is a Commonwealth 
Parliam entary Association of 
which all the countries are 
members and which is univer­ 
sally popular with them. 
There are regular meetings 


of all the prime ministers and 
finance ministers of the Com­ 
m onw ealth. They m eet to 
review the relationship bet­ 
ween the different partners and 
to survey world affairs. In these 
C om m onw ealth 
discussions 
and debates there is no veto. 
Decisions are by consensus. 
In a world of division and 
danger there is value in such as 
association. One of the great 
assets to Britain is that after 
reigning for 25 years the Queen 
has an intim ate knowledge of 
all 
the Commonwealth 
per­ 
sonalities, whom she has met as 
often in their own lands as she 
has at home. 
So in this Jubilee year we in 
Britain count our blessings.

But an aide to Cranston says 
the volume and apparent depth 
of anti-treaty sentim ent is not 
w orrisom e. “ I don’t think 
anybody’s too sorry to see this 
happen,” he said. 
"Let them get their shots in 
now and go ahead. I don’t think 
there’s any problem of senators 
succumbing to that kind of 
pressure at this tim e

Fall Victim To Modern Times 
Persian Carpets Not The Same 


T EH R A N 
(U P I) 
Not 
everyone can afford a Persian 
carpet. 
-Not everyone, that is, who 
could afford one two years ago 
Iran’s agressive moderniza­ 
tion policy — the result of large 
oil revenues — is taking its toll 
in the intricate and exotic rugs 
whose traditional designs con­ 
jure up 
visions of 
Arabian 
nights. 
Production is down, prices 
are 
soaring and 
quality 
is 


deteriorating. 
“It's Persian carpet all right, 
but it’s not the sam e,” said 
Tehran rug merchant I raj Meh- 
dizadeh, who claims to have 
tem pted custom ers with a 
million yards of Persian carpet 
in his exclusive shop. 
People in the business say 
quality 
is 
suffering 
as 
the 
village weavers no longer find 
their job satisfying as they 
become more and more inte­ 
grated 
into 
contem porary 


society. Wild wage increases 
have been to no avail 
“ Money doesn’t hold them 
anymore," said Zahra Rajabi. 
43, instructor and manager at a 
carpet weaving factory near 
Persepolis. "They w-ant fun. 
fun, fun in the cities and they go 
after it. That’s all.” 
Another factor is the Shah's 
vigorous literacy campaign in 
which he has decreed that 
parents who don’t send their 
children to school may end up 


in jail 
This has sharply increased 
literacy, but 
has 
taken an 
important part of the village 
weaving force from behind the 
looms and put them in school. 
Now. those who are willing to 
weave can do so at their own 
terms. Wages have gone up 200 
per cent over the last three 
years 
and this in turn has 
nearly priced out Persian 
carpets from local and world 
markets. 
On the other hand, still-cheap 
and abundant labor has enabled 
countries like India. Pakistan, 
Afghanistan, Turkey, China 
and Romania to take a large 
chunk of the international 


market. 
In fact, 
several 
Iranian 
designer-investors have gone to 
Pakistan, where it casts $214 to 
produce one square meter of 
carpet, compared to $714 to 
$1,143 in Iran 
Recently it was reported that 
hundreds 
of 
thousands 
of 
dollars worth of carpets are 
lying unsold 
in Kashan - 
waiting for buyers that just 
haven’t turned up 
Iranian carpet exports fell to 
$85 6 million last year, from 
$107 million the year before 
Experts say the 
trend will 
continue as the demand for 
large carpets also has dwind 
led. 
leaving exporters 
with 


limited orders for the smaller. 
12 square meter size, a size that 
takes two weavers eight to 10 
months to complete 
Another modern innovation 
has been machine-made car­ 
pets, which are much faster 
and cheaper to finish 
“ Sometimes you can't tell the 
difference,” 
admitted 
one 
carpet dealer, "unless you look 
at the reverse side of the car­ 
pet " 
Most Persian carpet dealers, 
however, are not worried. 
"Things will change." said 
one wholesaler 
in Tehran’s 
Grand Bazaar 
“ Machines 
cannot do what a man can 
which is true in a sense, as a 


renllv tine carpet can have 
betw een 500 and 1,000 knots per 
square inch, each tied by hand 
“ A Persian carpet is the real 
thing It will live as an art form, 
buvers or no buyers And prices 
wiil go higher still." said carpet 
dealer Daoud Sabi betw een sips 
of steaming tea from tiny gold 
rimmed glasses.

Prefer low blood pressure

DEAR DR. LAMB - What 
should my blood pressure be9 
I am 51 years old. I have been 
taking Hygroton for a long 
time now. Are there any side 
effects? The doctor I go to 
seems to think I’ll have to 
take it the rest of my life. 
DEAR REA D ER — There 
is a common misconception 
that your blood pressure 
should be 100 plus your age 
The truth is that if your blood 
pressure stays on the low side 
you will have a better chance 
for a long and healthy life. 
That means your blood 
pressure should be below 140 
over 90 for the two readings, 
for optimal health. 
I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 1-8, 
Blood Pressure, to give you 
more information on what 
controls your blood pressure 
and what it means. Others 
who want this information can 
send 50 cents for it with a 
long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope to P.O. Box 1551, 
Radio City Station, New York, 
NY 10019. 
Hygroton is a diuretic that 
helps to flush out sodium from 
your body and with the sodium 
some water This action helps 
to lower the blood pressure 
some in many individuals with 
moderately elevated blood 
pressure. 
The Health Letter I am send­ 
ing you explains that if you 
have any excess pounds of fat, 
elimination of it will often 
lower your blood pressure 
Avoiding coffee, tea, and such 
stimulants plus avoiding 
obesity and getting regular 
exercise often go a long way 
toward controlling mildly 
elevated blood pressure. If 
that doesn’t do the job one of 
the mild diuretics often helps 
When taken in moderate 
amounts and the person gets 
enough potassium, as from 
drinking a couple of glasses of 
orange juice a day, these 
medicines have few if any side 
effects.

DEAR DR. LAMB - Dur­ 
ing a recent medical examina­ 
tion everything checked out 
okay except for my “ BUN” 
which was too high The doc­ 
tor said it was only three 
points above the normal level 
and didn’t seem too concerned 
about it 
He said it has 
something to do with the 
kidney function but I didn’t 
understand He is a very busy 
man and I didn’t push him 
further but I am still curious 
Maybe you can explain it to 
me. 
DEAR READ ER - BUN 
merely stands for blood urea 
nitrogen. Urea is a compound 
the body forms of two ammo­ 
nia radicals. The ammonia 
radicals come from stripping 
them off the amino acids The 
amino acids make up the pro­ 
tein you eat. Simply stated, if 
you eat a lot of protein you 
will have an increased amount 
of urea to eliminate through 
the kidneys. This is par­ 
ticularly true if your body 
doesn’t need a lot of extra pro­ 
tein as is usually the case in 
most normal adults. Most 
healthy adults eat far more 
protein than the body really 
requires 
The common blood test 
measures the nitrogen in 
urea. When your kidneys are 
functioning well they will 
usually filter out any excess 
amount of urea that ac­ 
cumulates in the blood 
However, if you happen not to 
have been drinking enough 
water, or have lost body water 
through sweating, or any 
number of factors the blood 
urea may be a high normal 
and it may have no important 
significance at all Just im­ 
prove your daily water drink­ 
ing habit and forget about it

On-Site Computors Aid 
Building Contractors 


N EW YO RK (U P I) — Con­ 
struction work in Alaska is a 
race against time and 
the 
rigors of the Arctic winter but 
ultra-modern computer peri­ 
pheral equipment is making it 
easier 
Take the case of Litwin Corp., 
a 
Houston 
petrochemical 
construction 
subsidiary 
of 
Royal Little’s Amtel Corp of 
Providence, R I. Litwin has a 
big job underway at the ap­ 
propriately named hamlet of 
North Pole, Alaska, 
‘‘In that climate, if you miss a 
deadline or two between March 
and September, you’ll have to 
wait until the next spring thaw 
to make up the lost time — if 
you have good luck,” 
says 
LeRoy Fronk, director of data 
processing for Litwin. 
And, he explained, today’s 
building methods, particularly 
those that must be employed in 
sophisticated 
petroleum 
and 
petroch em ical 
projects, 
require the rapid transmission 
and digesting of vast amounts 
of data. 


‘The problem until recen­ 
tly,” he said, ‘‘was that by the 
time the data was gathered and 
processed, it frequently was 
outdated before management 
and the top engineers had time 
to react to it. This forced a 
contractor to resort to educated 
guesswork 
and 
often 
the 
guesses missed.” 
One thing hard to calculate 
was ‘‘local productivity.” 
Litwin has engaged in sophis­ 
ticated construction pretty 
much around the world and it 
has discovered that the produc­ 
tivity 
of 
labor 
fluctuates 
greatly by area and so does 
machine productivity because 
of different conditions. 
Management back in Houston 
needs up to date information 
about productivity on the job in 
order to make decisions and 
transmit them to the men on the 
spot 
For example, it is vitally 
important to keep abreast of all 
piping activity. ‘‘Piping is half 
the cost of any petroleum or 
petrochemical building pro­ 


ject,” Fronk said, “ If you keep 
on top of the piping, you’re on 
top of the job.” 
Litwin has managed to do 
that on the job for Energy Co. of 
Alaska at North Pole by in­ 
stalling a key-cbskette com­ 
munications system made by 
Data 100 Corp. of Minneapolis. 
Fronk said the system had 
enabled it to process four times 
as much data on the job and do 
it in 48 hours, compared with up 
to three weeks for older com­ 
puter systems. 
Litwin used to have the coded 
data from remote construction 
sites as far away as St. Croix in 
the Virgin Islands or Russia 
sent to its Houston office, then 
key punched and transmitted to 
United Computing System at 
Kansas City for processing. 
The new Data 100 Model 77 
system allows a lot of the 
essential work to be done right 
on the job in North Pole with the 
aid of a 256-character cathode 
ray tube before the data goes to 
Houston. 
Then it gets to Kansas Citv

within three or four hours and is 
processed and the results are 
sent to North Pole and back to 
Houston the next day.

NEW YORK (U PI) - A 
judge has charged that the 
three district attorneys in­ 
volved in the “ Son of Sam” ease 
are 
“ impeding the judicial 
process” in a squabble over 
who will get the first crack at 
trying 
the 
mass 
murder 
suspect. 
Justice Charles R Rubin, an 
administrative judge in Brook­ 
lyn, said Friday that judges in 
the Appellate Division of State 
Supreme Court should resolve a 
growing dispute among the 
district attorneys. 
“ It’s getting out of hand 
Something has to be done,” 
Rubin said. “ My own feeling is 
that with their interest in the 
orderly processes in the court 
system, the presiding justices 
of the appellate divisions ... 
should sit them down and tell 
them to quit wasting money, 
stop impeding the judicia 
p; 
ess and get the show on the 
road.” 
A spokesman 
for Queens 
District Attorney John Santueci 
said in response, “ There’s no 
legal dispute among the district 
attorneys for the judges to 
resolve Each district attorney 
has the responsibility under law 
to prosecute in his jurisdic­ 
tion.” 
David Berkowitz, 24, the 
suspected “ Son of Sam” killer, 
could, if eventually found 
mentally competent to stand 
trial, face murder charges in 
three separate jurisdictions 
within New York City — 
Brooklyn, Queens and the 
Bronx — in the lovers’ lane 
deaths of six young men and 
women. Seven other persons 
were wounded over a year long 
period 
Both Santucci and B rooky In 
District Attorney Eugene Gold 
have initiated independent psy­ 
chiatric evaluations of Ber­ 
kowitz, hoping to have him 
declared legally fit to stand 
trial for the ambush murders. A 
competency hearing has not yet 
been held in the Bronx 
Meanwhile, Dr Daniel Sch­ 
wartz, a psychiatrist who found 
Berkowitz 
mentally 
in­ 
competent to stand 
trial, 
criticized Santucci because the 
district attorney read portions 
of his psychiatric report into 
the record at a hearing Thur­ 
sday. 
Schwartz said Santucci had 
publicized those sections of the 
report which would tend to 
show Berkowitz does, in fact, 
understand the charges against 
him and could aid in his 
defense. 
A spokesman for Santucci 
said a “ balanced" segment of 
the psychiatric report had been 
react in court. 
Ultimate determinations as 


to whether Berkowitz is fit to 
stand trial will be decided by 
the courts.
